OTTAWA, March 26.—In order 
to insure that fertile wheat lands 
of Western Canada ravaged last 
year by drought will be seeded 
this spring, Hon. Charles Dun- 
ning, finance minister, moved in 
the House of Commons Friday for 
introduction of a bill to guaran- 
tee loans for seed grain in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. 
Guarantees in Alberta are lim- 
ited to $1,900,000, compared with a 
guarantee of $1,600,000 last year. In 
Saskatchewan the limit is $14,500,- 
000 against $6,600,000 last year. No 
guarantee wes needed in Manitoba 
this year. 


The 1937 drought in Saskatche- | 


wan was much more severe than 
that of 1936 and this accounted for 


the large increase in the guarantee. | 


NEW CROP CHANCE 

Mr. Dunning said the bill repre- 
sented a national effort to give the 
farmers in the drought area another 
chance for a crop and @ chance 
under better moisture 
than has existed at this season for 
several years. t involved co-op- 
eration of the individual farmer, 
the municipality, the provincial 
governments, the federal govern- 
ment and the banks.
